INDIANAPOLIS CRIME 
SEWER BEING DRAINED 


Four Bodies Recovered From Canal 
Which Covers Many 
Murders, 


Indianapolis, Nov. 20—Four bcdies 
have been uncovered, three of them 
yesterday evening, by the receding 
waters of the canal, known to the 
Bolice as the “crime sewer” which is 
being drained. The first body dug up 
was that of an unidentified baby, 
only a few days old. A brick fastened 
about its neck with a ribbon Was mur- 
der proof to Coroner Durham. 

Blanche Kimple, a negress, 17 years 
old, of Peoria, Tih, was arndéther -vice 
tim. She had been missing from the 
home of a relative only a few days. 
The police learned that a negro wo- 
man was attacked on a bridge near 
where her body was found, by two 
foreigners. A hole in her fotehead 
seems to indicate that she was mur- 
dered, 

William Phebus, another victim, is 
believed to have fallen into the canal 
accidentally, Another body of a man, 
showing no matks of violence, has not 
been identified. 

The canal is twelve miles long and 
three miles gf it passes through a 
negro settlement.
